NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—The general 


strike called b> the Railroad Brother- 
hoods may have been a tactical blun- 
der. 
The psychological effect upon 


public sentiment may be 
distinctly 


unfavorable to them. But if the facts 
were generally known the reaction 
might be quite the opposite. 


The responsibility 
for 
provoking 


the strike rests squarely upon 
the 


shoulders of the railroad executives, 
who by their intentional and insidious 
misrepresentations 
have deliberately 


deceived the public as to the facts, 
particularly as to the wages they are 
paying their employees, 
and 
have 


made it appear that the reason for the 
collapse of private ownership is en- 
tirely due to the high wages demand- 
ed -by their employees. 
This is abso- 


lutely false. 


The official figures issued by the U. 


S. Railroad Labor Board sow t.bat. the 
railroad workers, instead of enjoying 
undue prosperity have been receiving 
an annual wage of only $1605 per an- 
unm. which has now been cut 12Va 
per cent and reduced to $1484, or less 
than $29 per week. 
As against this 


the minimum standard of comfort on 
which the average man can support 
himself and his family has been fixed 
by the Bureau of Applied Economics 
at $2000 per annum. 


Do the railroad executives 
mean 


that they are unwilling to pay their 
employees a living wage or that they 
cannot do so and operate the railroads

Heat consumers, who opposed an 


increase in the heat rate, carried the 
CHS:; to thp Public Utilities Commis- 
sion on a service complaint. 


Answering the complaint, the Ohio 


Service Company denied the charge 
that the company failed to supply ade- 
quate service aud filed a counter peti- 
tion for the abandonment of the plant 
on the grounds that it was not self- 
sustaining. 


Tlio hearing of the casa required 


two days, opening on October 25. 


Attorney Geo. D. Klein, city solici- 


tor and representative of the heat 
consumers, when interviewed Thurs- 
day expressed the belief that a deci- 
sion would be forthcoming within the 
next two or three weeks. 
He declin- 


ed to advance an opinion as to the 
possible outcome of the case, declar- 
ing that it would be "prc-judging the 
question." 


C. H. Howell, manager of the Ohio 


Service 
Company, expressed belief 


Thursday that the decision would be 
in favor of the company. He declar- 
ed that the consumers failed to sub- 
stantiate their charge that the com- 
pany had not supplied adequate ser- 
vice. 
"On 
the 
contrary," 
Howell 


said, "the consumers virtually admit- 
ted at the hearing that they had filed 
the service complaint out of their 
objection to the heat rate Increase 
and a desire to avoid the heat rate 
contract." 


According to Manager Howell, the 


Ohio Service Company pleaded for 
the abandonment of the plant, the or- 
der of abandonment not. however, to 
become effective until the end of the 
present heating season.

Railway Labor Board I* 


Ready With An Order De- 
Claring T h e Proposed 
Strike Illegal, Should The 
Conference Of Chiefs At 
Chicago Tomorrow Result 
Unsatisfactorily 


CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—-Peaceful set- 


tlement of the railway strike schedul- 
ed for October 30 seemed imminent 
this afternoon as the first session 
of tho conference of executive com- 
mittees of tho five railway brother- 
hoods lhal have voiced to walk out 
adjourned. 


Definite decision 
to 
rescind the. 


strike order appeared certain today. 


Tho United States Railway Labor 


Board has prepared an order declar- 
ing the strike of the 'Big Five" bro- 
therhoods set for October 30 illegal, 
and directing tho heads of the bro- 
therhoods to call off Ihe strike', it 
was authoritatively learned today. 


Issuance of the order will be with- 


held pending the outcome of the con- 
ference to bo held today by the exe- 
cutive, committees 
of 
the brother- 


hoods. 
The brotherhood chiefs will 


be given an opportunity to withdraw 
the strike order before 
the 
labor 


board issues its mandate that the 
strike is illegal and must be called 
off. 


Members of the board unofficially 


predicted today that peace is near. 
They believe 
that 
their announce- 


ment that no further wage cuts will 
bo 
considered 
until 
controversies 


over working rules are disposed, to- 
gether with the statement of Dewit 
Cuyler, chairman 
of 
the standing 


committee of tho Association of RaiV 
way Executives that railroads will 
not make any changes in wage sche- 
dules without going thru the regular 
procedure before 
the 
board paves 


the way for the brotherhoods to with- 
draw their strike order. 


It is understood that the board, has 


notified Washington of its findings 


• and 
of Us preparations to issue an, 


order intended to halt the strike. 


According to advices here the ma- 


chinery-of' the department of justice 
has been set in motion to invoke tho 
aid of tho courts to prevent the strike- 
unloss It is called off by the brother- 
hoods. It was learned that some sort 
of a communication will bo sent to 
the meeting of the brotherhood, exe- 
cutives today by tho labor board. 
There was a strong belief that the 
board's statement would point out to 
the 
brotherhoods 
that 
assurances 


given by tho board regarding future 
wage cuts aud working rules afford 
tho unions 
ample, 
justification for 


calling off the strike. 


As tho union executives left the 


conference here today Bon W. Hoop- 
er spokesman of the United States 
Railway Labor Board, had laid before 
them officially for tho first time, the 
hoard's asuranoes that 
no 
further 


wage reductions would be considered: 
until controversies over working rules 
have boon adjusted, they gave forth 
tho first ray of hopo that has come 
from the. union camp that the strike 
might be averted.

union chiefs had appeared downcast.
